THE ARABIAN HORSE IN AMERICA, 
George H. Conn, A. S. Barnes & Co., N. Y., 
308 pps., ill., $7.50. It is certainly an honor to 
have an international figure, such as Dr. George 
H. Conn, who is a well-known breeder, veteri¬ 
narian and author, to have spent such a long 
period of time in research to give us authentic 
history and interesting facts about The Arabian 
Horse in America. In his book he covers many 
subjects, some of which are First Arabian- 
Bred Horses in America, Horses in the Ameri¬ 
can Race-Turf Register and The Arabian Horse 
in the Show Ring. 

Many of the breeding records he presents, 
date as far back as 1730. Much of this material 
was taken from his own library, containing 
some of the only known copies of many perti¬ 
nent books and out-of-print documents. 

A book such as this, with such good illus¬ 
trations and readily available information 
would certainly add to any horse lover’s li¬ 
brary.—Peggy Ensor. 

Breeders' Awards at Marlboro 

The Maryland breeders’ awards at Marlboro 
in 1957 amounted to $4,692.80, an increase 
of $1,242.80 over 1956. Ed Farrell, Jr., president 
of Marlboro, termed this a "healthy” situation, 
encouraging both to the breeders and the man¬ 
agement. It shows more Maryland bred horses 
are finding their way to the winner’s circle. 

The increased purse distribution at Marl¬ 
boro would have little to do with the higher 
figure. Farrell calls the arrangement a partner¬ 
ship between horsemen and track. 

In Maryland, there are a large number of small 
breeders, many of them also trainers, so a knowl¬ 
edge of bloodlines as well as conditioning skill 
is necessary in maintaining their stables. 

Close cooperation between racing secretaries 
and horsemen is making racing more interesting 
and profitable to all, Farrell claims. He feels 
further, that this harmony and planning are 
encouraging the Maryland breeders and help¬ 
ing them expand their activities in the field of 
icing. 

"Many people,” Farrell goes on to say, "get 
into the sport by purchasing and racing one 
horse. They enjoy the fun of winning a race or 
two and before long are anxious for the thrill 
of breeding their own winners. Thus, new and 
valuable patrons are added to racing. The sport 
is strengthened, and a sounder and more healthy 
economy for racing develops.”

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UPWARD SPIRAL: Laurel’s fall meeting, 
which spanned only the eleven racing days 
between October 31 and November 12, was 
an unqualified success from virtually every 
standpoint. Business was brisk at both the 
turnstiles and tote windows; attendance climbed 
16 percentage points for a daily average of 
13,942 and the handle was up 13 per cent. 
A total of $10,921,832 was shoved through 
the chic new sellers’ windows, for an average 
handle of $992,894. 

As per usual, the Washington, D. C. Inter¬ 
national was the piece de resistance, although 
management, despite its best efforts to provide 
the "race of the year,” had many anxious 
moments before the sixth running was his¬ 
tory. An unfortunate conflict of interests due 
to the scheduling of the Trenton Handicap 
two days prior to the International, deprived 
the latter race of Gallant Man and Round 
Table, for which acceptances to run at Laurel 
had been received weeks earlier. 

With Gallant Man and Round Table—at 
the time, the nation’s two leading three-year- 
olds—lost to Garden State, the American Se¬ 
lection Board contacted owners of Swoon’s 
Son and Dedicate, both of which declined the 
issue. Christopher T. Chenery gratefully ac¬ 
cepted a bid for his Third Brother, and for 
a while it appeared as if this Virginia-bred 
son of *Princequillo would be America’s lone 
representative in the global classic. 

Mahan was added to the field following his 
narrow triumph in the Turf Cup Stakes and 
after the French-bred colt’s American owners 
had made known their great desire to partici¬ 
pate. 

Foreign contestants were composed of Vene¬ 
zuela’s McKinley, Ireland’s Cambridgeshire 
winner, Stephanotis, Germany’s Nisos, victor 
in the Stockholm Cup, and the outstanding 
French three-year-old fillies, Denisy and Rose 
Royale II, along with the good handicapper, 
Montaval. 

It was freely stated by European horsemen 
that Denisy and Rose Royale II, both of which 
had beaten good colts, were the classiest for¬ 
eigners ever to appear in the Laurel classic.

However, none of the French representatives 
showed anything in the running. 

Stephanotis, last of the outlanders to arrive, 
turned in a smashing third to Mahan and 
Third Brother. Announcement of his purchase 
by Hasty House Farm (Mr. and Mrs. A. E. 
Reuben) was made following the running. 
From earlier Internationals, the Reubens had 
purchased Mister Black and Mahan, both of 
which since have won important stakes for 
the Ohio-owned stable. 

Third Brother, making his first appearance 
on the grass, ran gallantly, but was no match 
for Mahan in the stretch drive. Mahan, half- 
brother to the 1953 International winner, 
Worden II, finished tenth in the 1955 running, 
but under Trainer Harry Trotsek’s knowing 
hand, has developed into a first-class grass 
runner. Though his career has been tempered 
by injuries (wrenched ankle in the 1956 
United Nations and cut down in the 1957 
Stars and Stripes), Mahan has attained bril¬ 
liance at times. Undoubtedly his finest per¬ 
formance prior to his International victory 
was in the 1956 Arch Ward Memorial Handi¬ 
cap in which he soundly trounced Swaps in a 
stunning upset. 

Following the Laurel classic, Mr. Reuben 
stated that he had won richer races but none 
ever gave him the satisfaction of this particu¬ 
lar victory. His wife, Billie, victim of a freak 
accident in her home, witnessed the running 
from a wheelchair. Further highlighting the 
victory, which came on the anniversary of the 
Reubens’ wedding, was the fine race turned in 
by their newest purchase, Stephanotis. 

Mahan, ridden by Baltimore-born Sammy 
Boulmetis, got the "about a mile and a half” of 
the International in 2:34 3/5, over a firm 
course. Three and one-half lengths behind the 
winner came Third Brother, which was fol¬ 
lowed by Stephanotis, Nisos, Rose Royale II, 
McKinley, Montaval and Denisy. 

In 21 starts in this country, the six-year-old 
Mahan has won 6 races, been second twice and 
third once, earning $154,550.

was the opening feature of the Laurel meeting. 
In utter disdain of male competition, fillies 
finished in the top three money positions. The 
winner was Stanley Sagner’s Sew It Up, a 
daughter of Saggy-Moja, by Ladysman. Movi¬ 
tave, of which more was to be heard at Pim¬ 
lico, was a head back of the Saggy miss, fol¬ 
lowed by Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s homebred 
daughter of Prince Dare, Milady Dares. 

Sew It Up was bred at Country Life Farm, 
where stands her sire, Saggy, which is repre¬ 
sented by two other stakes winners this year: 
Sags Gem and Outer Space. 

The Maryland Futurity was Sew It Up’s 
fifth success in ten starts, in the course of 
which she had earned $16,856. Sam Boulmetis 
rode the C. R. White-trained winner. Sew It 
Up’s time of 1:12 4/5 earned her $8,616. 

CASTING HIS SHADOW: The aforemen¬ 
tioned Mahan blossomed into a full-fledged 
International contender through a hard-earned 
victory in the Turf Cup on November 2. Two 
noses separated three horses, Mahan, Tudor 
Era and Madok at the end of the nine-furlong 
grass run, but the photo showed Mahan un¬ 
mistakably to be the winner. Madok, in from 
a minor-track campaign, set out to make a 
steal of it but Mahan caught him on the post 
after Tudor Era had nailed him inside the 
final sixteenth. 

English-bred Mahan, a son of * Avenger II- 
*Sans Tares, by Sind, carried 118 pounds, ten 
below the topweighted Jabneh, which bogged 
down under his considerable impost. Follow¬ 
ing his first International appearance, Mahan 
was seized at Laurel by government order on 
a tax claim against his owner, Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger, Pennsylvanian turned Parisian. 
Several weeks after his impounding, he was 


purchased by the Reubens’ Hasty House Farm. 

The Turf Cup was won in 1:53 2/5 over a 
soft course. Sam Boulmetis, who won three of 
the five stakes at Laurel this fall, was aboard 
the winner. 

A MAIDEN NO MORE: Laurel punters 
learned the hard way that all that glitters is 
not gold on November 11, date of the $30,000- 
added Selima Stakes, fashioned for juvenile 
fillies. Calumet Farm’s A Glitter, granddaugh¬ 
ter of the great racemare, Twilight Tear, was 
dispatched as a 7-to-10 favorite for the mile- 
and-a-sixteenth Selima. As the nine-horse field 
swept into the stretch, chalk-players’ hopes 
were dashed when A Glitter suddenly propped 
and bolted. Pastorale Stable’s Crown appeared 
the winner until she was displaced in the final 
yards by Llangollen Farm’s Guide Line, the lone 
maiden in the race. 

The reason for A Glitter’s erratic course 
(she had tried to get out on the turns in a 
prep at Laurel) was not immediately deter¬ 
mined. There had been reports that she was 
shinsore, but Trainer Jimmy Jones promptly 
squelched all such stories. However, Jockey 
Hedley Woodhouse, aboard Crown, later com¬ 
plained that his mount was startled by the 
glaring sun as she turned for home, and it may 
have been that A Glitter was similarly affected. 

Guide Line, the Selima winner, is a daughter 
of *Nasrullah-Lurline B., by *Alibhai. She 
was purchased by Llangollen (Mrs. Richard 
Lunn) for $37,000 at the dispersal of the 
estate of Clifford Mooers in January. When 
she closed her two-year-old season in the 
Selima, her record read: 6 starts, 1 win, 1 sec¬ 
ond and $52,080. A nervous filly since being 
involved in a collision during a Hollywood 
Park training session, she is a long, rather

spare individual which her trainer describes as 
"more an *Alibhai than a *Nasrullah.” 

Jockey Bill Hartack straightened away A 
Glitter in time for her to gain third money. 
Ellicott City-bred Milady Dares was two 
lengths farther back. The Selima was run in 
1:45 3/5, over a fast track. Charles Whitting- 
ham, who wasn’t keen on starting Guide Line 
in the Selima, saddled her for the victory. 
Willie Boland performed the saddle work. 

PRINCE NOT-SO-CH ARMING: Laurel’s 
finale, the new $25,000-added Maryland Fall 
Handicap at about a mile and five-eighths on 
the grass, was expected to be a happy home- 
coming for Master Boing, 1956 International 
winner. It would have been, too, had it not 
been for Prince du Houlme, five-year-old 
spoiler which crashed the winner’s circle at 
$106.20 per $2 copy. Master Boing, which has 
been winless since his International triumph 
under the French tricolor last year, dawdled 
early, picked up horses the second time around, 
gained the lead in the stretch, then hung upon 
displacing Prince du Houlme. The latter, a 
son of Prince Chevalier-Folie d Or, by Valletor, 
which at 104 was in receipt of 18 pounds from 
the topweight, regained his lead and drove to 
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a length and a half score. Master Boing hung 
on for second, three lengths to the fore of 
Roman Battle. Hasty House’s Martini II was 
fourth. 

The Maryland Fall Handicap, inaugurated 
this year, brought Prince du Houlme’s 1957 
earnings to $28,172, gleaned through 4 wins, 
a second and 3 thirds in 17 starts. He is owned 
by L. W. Santore and trained by E. B. Stewart. 
Since this was the first race at the about one 
and five-eighths miles on Laurel’s grass, Prince 
du Houlme’s time of 2:59 1/5 constitutes a 
course record. Jockey Tommy Root utilized the 
race to score his initial stakes triumph. 

COLONEL MIKE’S FIRST: Pimlico opened 
its 28-day fall session on the same note as 
that on which Laurel closed: prosperity. The 
opening-day attraction was the eleventh run¬ 
ning of the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes for Mary¬ 
land-foaled two-year-olds. Knollwood Stable’s 
Movitave, which just missed winning the 
Maryland Futurity by a head two weeks ear¬ 
lier, reversed the decision at Pimlico. The dark 
bay filly by Colonel Mike-Littlewhitelie, by 
Ramillies, scored by a half-length in a driving 
finish from Milady Dares, which was coming 
off a fourth in the Selima after being third 
in the Maryland Futurity. 

As in the Maryland Futurity, the first to 
finish were members of the supposedly weaker 
sex. Frank Zero, first male across the line, was 
fourth. A field of 12 started. 

The victory was the fourth in eleven starts 
for Movitave. She had been second 3 times

and third twice. The $5,941 net to the winner 
raised her earnings this season to $16 306. 
She is a daughter of Colonel Mike—repre¬ 
sented in the race by three starters—and is her 
sire’s first stakes winner. The latter, a son of 
* Heliopolis, is the property of Eugene Jacobs 
and stands at J. Fred Colwill’s Halcyon Farm. 
Colonel Mike is Maryland’s leading sire of two- 
year-olds from the standpoint of most winners. 

Movitave is trained by J. Bowes Bond. Steve 
Brooks, leading rider at Laurel, was up in the 
Pimlico Breeders’. The winner traversed the 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:47 2/5 on a fast 
track. 

O’ER THE RAMPARTS WE WATCH: 
Maryland bettors who had been hard-put to 
get a favorite home in local stakes, liked 
Crown best in the $15,000-added Marguerite 
Stakes, probably on the basis of her strong 
showing in the earlier Selima. But it was left 
for the only stakes winner in the race to claim 
the $14,200 first prize. This honor went to 
Wendasy, owned by Mrs. E. H. Augustus’s 
Keswick Stables. The winner is a chestnut 
daughter of Your Host, from the fine race- 
mare Rampart, she a daughter of Trace Call. 

Wendasy, whose name is derived from the 
combination of those of Mrs. Augustus’s grand¬ 
children, was never headed in the Marguerite, 
and her tenacity frankly surprised some ob¬ 
servers. Trainer James A. Radney, however, 
speaks eloquently of her courage, claiming 
that she is "the gamest filly he’s ever trained. 
It was nip atod tuck at the wire, but the photo 
showed Crown’s nose second on the post, 
with Brookmeade’s Big Effort a well-beaten 
third. C. V. Whitney’s Gleaming Star was a 
nose out of the payoff. 

Under Jockey Sidney Cole, Wendasy stepped

the mile and a sixteenth in 1:45 4/5, over 
a fast but dull track. 

The Marguerite was Wendasy’s fourth suc¬ 
cess in 16 starts this season, which also has 
seen her finish second three times. She has 
earned $33,604 in this, her first season at the 
track. Her Marguerite win came a month to 
the day following her triumph in the New 
Jersey Breeders’ Stakes. 

JEWEL’S REWARD IS A CROWN: The 
35th running of the Pimlico Futurity on 
November 23 grossed $162,740, of which 
owners and breeders advanced $112,740 in the 
form of nomination, eligibility, entrance and 
starting fees. The Maryland Jockey Club pro¬ 
vided $50,000, the "hall” and the set-ups. The 
fourth richest gross purse in the country this 
year, the Futurity drew' six starters, only two 
of which had proven worthy of stakes com¬ 
pany. But one of these was Jewel’s Reward, 
which posted back-to-back triumphs in the 
Washington Park Futurity, Cowdin and Cham¬ 
pagne Stakes. And it was this same colt which 
was returned the winner. Willie Shoemaker 
had him off well, gained the lead from his out¬ 
side post in the run past the stands, from which 
position he repulsed one, two, three challenges 
before he could claim the $115,347 winner’s 
share. Shoemaker’s stoic calm under pressure 
was a delight to watch. He turned not a hair 
as Amber Tide, Beau Priam, Staysail and Nala 
ran to him. 

Jewel’s Reward was the third Pimlico Fu¬ 
turity winner for Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm. She won the race with Star Pilot

His owner accepted 
and rejected within the space of two hours, set¬ 
ting a new record for the course. 

Nov. 6. Annual meeting of the Maryland 
Racing Writers. Elected same slate of officers 
and directors for another year: Snowden Carter, 
president; Bill Boniface, vice-president; Joe 
Kelly, treasurer; Charlie Lamb, secretary. Also 
discussed plans for gala ball to be held on No¬ 
vember 19. Decided it was time to start writ¬ 
ing script for big production number. 

Nov. 9. Day of Selima Stakes. Had to pass 
up Selima and Trenton Handicap to attend 
marriage ceremony of favorite nephew (have 
four other favorite ones). Champagne cocktails 
excellent. 

Nephew and new bride took off for Virgin 
Islands—of all places.

A. Edgar’s Milady Dares in the Pimlico Breed¬ 
ers Stakes.

Nov. 15. The Marguerite Stakes, with 
Wendasy leading from gate to wire.

Jimmy and 
Freddie Kratz, Jr., sensational in singing bit. 
Tommy Carr, amusing as always. Muggins Feld¬ 
man very moving as weeping female contestant 
in Cleaned for A Day. 

Nov. 20. Spent recovering from writers’ 
show. 

Nov. 23. Pimlico Futurity. Attended dinner 
honoring riders elected to Pimlico’s Hall of 
Fame. Sonny Workman, Earl Sande and Ed 
Arcaro present. Atkinson grounded by Eastern 
Air Lines in New York. First time Ted has 
been grounded for many a day. Many speeches. 
None too long. Pleasant evening. 

Nov. 27. Dashed over to Pimlico with Joe 
Hickey to see Amplitude run. Amplitude is by 
Loser Weeper, out of Disparage, a Fighting Fox 
mare Joe acquired from the late William Wood¬ 
ward.

Career Boy to Stand in Maryland 

Mr. C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy, which 
chipped a sesamoid bone in the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe, has been retired from racing 
and will enter the stud in 1958 at Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Jay’s Windmill Hill Farm at 
Churchville, Harford County, Maryland. 

A four-year-old colt (1957) by Phalanx- 
Swanky, by * Mahmoud, Career Boy at two 
won the U. S. Hotel and Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes and finished second in the Hopeful and 
Garden State Stakes. He was given top weight 
of 126 pounds in the 1955 Experimental Free 
Handicap. 

Career Boy, as a three-year-old, although 
handicapped by heel bruises and a wrenched 
shoulder, ranked with the best of his age. He 
was a three-length winner in the Gotham 
Stakes, was a closing second in the Blue Grass 
Stakes. In the Belmont Stakes, he missed by a 
neck in an attempt to overtake Needles. When 
the decision was reached to send him in the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, Career Boy won 
the United Nations Handicap over grass beat¬ 
ing Find, Mister Gus, and Dedicate, among 
others. He received 124 pounds in The Blood- 
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Horse Handicap headed only by Needles, 
Swoon’s Son and Fabius, and was voted the 
Grass Horse of the Year. 

Swanky, a winner at three, is out of Fly 
Swatter, which also produced First Flight 
(leading two-year-old filly of her year) and 
the high-class stakes winner, Flyweight. 

It was first planned to stand Career Boy at 
the Stallion Station in Kentucky but when the 
majority of applications to join the syndicate 
were received from the East, Mr. Whitney 
and Mr. Lou Doherty of the Stallion Station 
generously agreed to stand him in Maryland 
for the convenience of Eastern breeders. 

Mr. Whitney is retaining five shares in the 
syndicate. A few shares are still available at

exhibition hall was filled as the Second Army 
Bag Pipers put on their drill. There was a 
parade of cattle, showing prize bulls and heifers 
of all the exhibiting breeds, including the new 
Charolaise cattle, a pure white breed of beef 
animal from France, which are noted for their 
abnormally large size. 

The whole show was dedicated to the memory 
of Mr. Joseph Shirley, the well-known Mary¬ 
land farmer who did all his farm work with 
his purebred Clydesdales, and Mr. William F. 
Schluderberg, late president of Esskay Meat 
Products Company. A pair of Mr. Shirley’s 
famous Clydesdales was driven into the ring by 
his son, Bob. The show returned to the showing 
as Pennsylvania State University staged an 
"exhibition of selecting meats and important 
cuts of meat." Prior to this exhibition, a dis¬ 
play of sheep dogs was presented to the audi¬ 
ence. 


The whole hall stirred as eight McDonogh 
cadets bounded into the ring doing various 
stunts, such as flying mounts, scissor reverses, 
and Cossack riding. It was spectacular to see 
the flying mounts done over a jump, as this 
requires great skill and precision timing with 
the horse. These mounts are done while the 
horse is in cantering motion, by jumping to 
the ground and then, using the speed of the 
horse, remounting. A tremendous twisting mo¬ 
tion of the body is required in this feat, which 
without a large amount of practice, is difficult 
to accomplish. Too, the riders jumped in the 
Cossack position, which requires a great sense 
of balance. The scissor reverses were also done 
at a canter and, as do most of the other riding 
feats, require great agility and timing. 

After these individual events, the Cadets 
formed pyramids, rode Roman style, and Jack 
Vordemberge, in another individual presenta-

Only Count Fleet’s Futurity (1:43 2/5) 
was faster, though in 1949 Oil Capitol re¬ 
corded the same time as Jewel’s Reward. 
Montpelier’s Nala, which appears ready to do 
his best running now that the racing year has 
slipped past, was second, two lengths to the 
fore of Staysail. Misty Flight was fourth. 

The victory firmly established Jewel’s Re¬ 
ward as the leading money-winning two-year- 
old of all time. He has accumulated $349,642, 
far outstripping the previous record of $277,- 
132 that belonged to Hasty Road. The win 
also strengthened Jewel’s Reward claim as 
the best two-year-old in the country. The Ken¬ 
tucky-bred is trained by Mrs. Graham, who is 
assisted by Ivan Parke. 

DOMINION DOINGS: Occupy, which is 
having a fine year, was credited with another 
stakes winner when his daughter Salon, from 
the Discovery mare, Femme Fatale, was first 
home in Woodbine’s Grey Stakes Handicap on 
October 26. The two-year-old bay filly is one 
of four youngsters sold to Canadian interests 
by the owner of Sagamore Farm last spring. 
She is the first foal of her dam, which has a 
yearling Polynesian colt and again is in foal 
to the same sire. 


The $10,000-added Grey Stakes Handicap, 
which is run at a mile and a sixteenth, was 
decided by a nose margin. The winner, foaled 
in Kentucky where her dam was booked to 
Polynesian, stepped the distance on a slow 
track in 1:47 2/5. She carried 116. A nose 
back was King Me, son of the Maryland-bred 
Ferd. Caleon was third. Salon is owned by 
Irving Tenney and is trained by James M. 
Brown. Billie Fisk rode. 

The Grey Stakes Handicap was decided on 
the same program as the Dominion’s richest 
race, the $50,000-added Canadian Champion¬ 
ship, for which Vanderbilt’s redoubtable geld¬ 
ing Find was favored. Find, beaten a length, 
was third to the Maturity winner, Spinney. 

Both the Grey Stakes and the Champion¬ 
ship were won by the produce of Maryland- 
bred mares, which curiously enough scored 
their lone stakes victories in the Santa Susana 
at Santa Anita. Mrs. Rabbit, bred by the late 
William L. Brann is the dam of Spinney. She 
won the Santa Susana in 1943. The Arcadia race 
was staged under handicap conditions when 
Femme Fatale, dam of Salon, scored in 1953.

STRAWS IN THE WIND: The fate of 
the proposal to merge Pimlico and Laurel is 
much discussed these days. Proponents of the 
measure hope it will receive legislative con¬ 
sideration at the 30-day session of the Mary¬ 
land General Assembly in February. 

However, Senator Edward S. Northrup (D., 
Montgomery) has asked his Annapolis con¬ 
stituents to forego merger study in favor of 
more important fiscal matters. 

Northrup recently was quoted as saying: 
"The interjection of political maneuvering 
into what promises to be a very difficult fiscal 
session cannot be in the best interest of the 
people of Maryland. 

"I just hope the Legislature will turn this 
proposal down quickly, so we can tackle the 
big problems.” 

The head of a Legislative Council committee 
to study taxation and fiscal matters, continued: 
"We seem to be destined to have our time 
taken up with jai alai, Potomac River gam¬ 
bling and other things of this nature. Who's 
going to benefit by these things, especially at 
a time when fiscal experts predict we are going 
to have to stretch our revenues to meet budget 
requirements?”
